zante, Gondrexon and Embermenil. At 
Bebange and Em berm enil the store­ 
houses for explosive* used In German 
mining operations w ere blown up. 
Shelters occupied by the kaiser’s 
soldiers at Grandpre, in the Ardennes, 
and at Monchemin and Lancon, were 
damaged by shells dropped from the 
warplanes. 
Crown Prince Frederick William's 
forces made desperate efforts on Hat 
urday night to cut through the battle 
lines of the French near the forest of 
Mallaeonrt and n ear Marie Therese, 
in the Argonne region. 
Mines were exploded under French 
positions la both these sections of the 
frbnt d e c o d in g Verdure, and then en­ 
sued extremely furious hand-to-hand 
battles for p o sse sio n of the ground 
where the mines w ere exploded. The 
battles continued until dawn, when 
the French drove their foes into re­ 
treat and began to refortify the posi 
tlons, all of which they had succeed 
ed in retaining.
